Spontaneous Combustion. 








[WRITTEN FOR THE JOURNAL. ]

Reading the short note on spontane- 
ous combustion in THE JouRNAL of February 
21 brought me back to the days of my boy- 
hood, when I used to be sent on Sunday 
afternoons to hunt for what the boss used 
to call ‘*nest eggs.’’ The mill was a large 
news mill in D—— (England) and had been 
built up to what was considered a model 
reel news mill from _a rickety ancient com- 
bination of a one machine paper mill with a 
spinning and weaving shed. 

It is needless to say that there were many 
corners in the various buildings put up at 
different times as occasion called for them, 
most of them glorious receptacles for said

‘*nest eggs.’’ This unpleasant job of rum. 
maging from one end of the mill to the 
other on those Sunday afternoons taught me 
a useful thing or two about how fires are 
often generated by apparently the most 
trivial causes, and yet in usually the most 
unaccountable manner. 

That rags saturated with animal or vege- 
table grease and thrown into a compact 
heap will often inflame is probably known 
to most of us, but the details of the ‘‘ more 
or less’’ of the matter are, I think, not so 
commonly known, It is not my intention 
in this note to discuss which kind and com- 
bination of grease and fibrous waste makes 








| 





Experience has taught me that a heap of 
greasy waste or rags, even if not large 
enough for the lower layers to be pressed 
can be comparatively 
quickly and easily inflamed by intro- 
ducing a few rags well soaked with 
turpentine. 


compact, 


Most turpentines are very volatile, 
and as the chemical constitution of 
this substance is such that it easily 
absorbs oxygen, its oxidation under 
certain circumstances, with a 
limited supply of fresh air, is not any- 
thing surprising. The amount of air 
circulation is usually so small as to 
prevent any dissipation of the warmth 
generated, 


viz., 


and so overheating and 
subsequent inflammation take place. 
If the rags or waste are well worn 
and * fluffy’? the danger is still greater 
than with compact masses of fibrous 
matter. Each fibre is then separately 
coated with turpentine, and soa large 
surface ready for the absorption of 
oxygen is exposed to the action of the 
warm air. 


Another little known cause of spon- 
taneous combustion is the aftinity of 
fine metal filings, particularly those 
of copper, for oxygen. This is very 
noticeable when the filings themselves 
are dry and not at all greasy and 
come into contact with finely divided 
greasy waste (not so much danger 
with rags) in a room where the tem- 
perature is high and there is practi- 
cally no air circulation. 

The process is similar to that with 
turpentine and the cause is almost 
identical. It has long been known 
that finely divided 
(such as platinum) have the power 
of absorbing and condensing certain 
gases in such a way as to generate 
high temperatures, but Ido not think that 
many insurance men

recollection, and by men who were past 
masters in the art of successful and eco- 
nomical mill management, that the only 
safe way to deal with small quantities of

Something About Pumps.

A correspondent, who surely is a pa- 
per maker, as he hails from a town named 
Papersville, in a Western State, asks some 
questions regarding the working of different 
kinds of pumps. He inquires particularly 
about the ordinary steam boiler feed pump : 
the rotary or the centrifugal pump; also 
about the injector and pulsometer. In a 
test made of the working of the Sellers in- 
jectors a few years ago it was found that 
the consumption of 100 pounds of coal would 
yield 3,455,536 foot pounds of work. 

It is unnecessary to go into the details as 
to how the work was conducted. When the 
evaporation of the boiler is known the duty 
can readily be computed from the data ob- 
tained in connection with the maximum 
delivery of theinjector. This may be illus- 
trated by assuming the boiler evaporation 
to be 9 pounds of water per pound of coal. 
This result is rather above the average, but 
is occasionally exceeded in good practice. 
It was found that when 9 pounds of steam 
were supplied to the injector, the instrument 
working against the same pressure, the 
maximum delivery was 141 3-10 cubic feet 
per hour. The minimum delivery was 65 
5-10 in the same time. The temperature 
of the water was 67°. At maximum deliv- 
ery the temperature was 136°; at minimum 
delivery it was 148°. 

Therefore it is seen that an injector, when 
delivering its smallest possible quantity of 
water, heats the water much hotter than 
when worked to its full capacity. The 
pressure of steam required to do this work, 
or rather the least steam pressure which 
would force water into the boiler, under the 
above conditions, was 52 pounds per square 
inch per steam gauge. 

Using the above data for the maximum 
delivery, it will be found that the number 
of foot pounds stated will represent work 
done by the injector. An injector (No. 30), 
lifting water from 2 to 3 feet, working under 
100 pounds pressure, delivered 134 4-10cubic 
feet per hour; the temperature of the de- 
livered water was 164°; at minimum de- 
livery it was 230°, or slightly above the 
boiling point. The least steam pressure 
under which this instrument would work 
against 100 pounds pressure was 62 pounds 
per steam gauge. 

In comparing the injector with other wa- 
ter forcing apparatus 3,000,000 foot pounds, 
above noted, can be taken as its standard. 
A great many rotary and centrifugal pumps 
are inthe market. All ofthese pumps are 
built to discharge a large volume of water 
against low pressure, but where the pump 
is used to discharge against high heads 





there is a great loss of power. It loses 


somewhat in the ratio of power required to 


force a steam vessel through the water. 
For instance, doubling the speed of a pump 
or vessel will, in case of the pump, deliver 
twice the quantity of water, increase the 
| pressure of delivered water four times and 
require eight times the power to do the 
work. In case of running a vessel at slow 
| speed, doubling the speed requires eight 
| times the power ; but as the limit of speed 

is reached the ratio becomes much greater.

sorry that my official duties at this capital will not 
allow me to attend your banquet, but I can say that I 
sympathize with the object you have in view, namely, 
the increase of the paper trade at large. I consider 
paper as the raw material of the enlightenment of the 
people, since paper is an indispensable requirement for 
the preservation and spread of human thoughts, and I 
am therefore of opinion that it ought to be manufac- 
tured largely and sold at the lowest possible price. 
We manufacture paper in Mexico; but unfortunately 
this article is quite expensive there, notwithstanding 
that we have abundant water power and plenty of raw 
material of the best quality to make the best kind of 
paper. Our printing paper, although of poor quality, 
is sold at about 15 cents a pound, while superior paper 
is sold in this country, as I understand it, at 5 cents per 
pound, 
paper sold to the United States Government at public 
tender at 3% cents which is far superior to the one 
which commands in Mexico 15 cents a pound. 

Even at this high price we do not in any way manu- 
facture enough paper for our own consumption, and 
have therefore to import foreign paper. Our duties 
on foreign printing paper are 10 cents per kilog., 
which is almost 5 cents per pound, and, notwithstand- 
ing that heavy duty of 100 per cent., almost one-half 
of the paper we consume is imported specially from 
this country. I have always favored a reduction in 
our duties on paper, not because I desire to clip in any 
way the Mexican paper manufacturers, but because I 
think that competition with foreign products is the best 
manner of improving the quality of our paper and re- 
ducing the price. Some manufacturers of this country 
might find it to their advantage to move their plants to 
Mexico and avail themselves of the protection afforded 
by our tariff. I am therefore in favor of such meas- 
ures as will increase the paper trade between Mexico 
and the United States, with mutual advantages to each 
country. very respectfully, your obedient ser- 
vant, M. Romero.

From an equally intelligent and reliable 
source I learn that there was manufactured 
in the United States last year 234,226,000 
pounds of book paper, 139,800,000 pounds 
of writing paper, 
wrapping paper, 63,390,000 pounds of wall 
paper and 567,792,000 pounds of manilla 
and news paper. 

In addition to what we made ourselves, 
we imported last year (1890) paper in vari- 
ous forms to the value of $2,816,860, of 
which $1,905,871 came from Germany, $476, - 
462 from Great Britain, $252,042 from 
France, a little from Belgium, and a little 
from Italy and the Netherlands. On the 
other side of the continent we imported 
$88,000 worth from China and Japan, and $2 
worth of paper was brought by somebody 
from Africa. It is a curious fact that last 
year we imported $2,800 worth of paper 
from Canada, $372 worth from Mexico and 
$1,500 worth from Cuba. 

Of our domestic stock we exported paper 
to the value of $1,717,359.

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This comprises a very small 
the amount consumed among our near- 
est neighbors. I cannot give exact fig- 
ures showing the consumption of paper in 
the Latin American states—I mean the ter 
ritory south of the Gulf of Mexico and the 
Rio Grande—but with a population of 45,- 
000,000 of people, engaged in a commerce 
amounting to $1,200,000,000 a year, there 
must be a very large amount used. Not so 
much in proportion to population as in the 
United States, because letter writing is not 
so common in those latitudes, The percent- 
age of illiteracy is much larger than with 
us, and the number of newspapers and 
books published is, in comparison to the 
population, much smaller. There are, how- 
ever, a very large number of periodicals 
published in the Latin American states. 

The little republic of Uruguay has more 
newspapers in proportion to its people than 
any country on the globe. The city of 
Montevideo, its capital, has more daily 
newspapers than London—nearly twice as 
many—and three times as many as the city 
of New York. In Buenos Ayres there are 
fourteen or fifteen daily papers, a large 
number of weeklies, and several monthly 
periodicals of high literary character and 
large circulation. There is scarcely a town 
of any size in Brazil, Chili or the Argentine 
Republic without its daily paper; and the 
same may be said of Central America and 
the countries along the Spanish Main. In 
Havana there are five excellent daily pa- 
pers, and in the city of Mexico seven ; but 
these papers do not have so large a _circu- 
lation as their contemporaries in the United 
States, and are usually established more as 
political propagandas than for the dissemi- 
nation of news. Each statesman of impor- 
tance has his mouthpiece, his organ, 
through which he reaches the people, and 
the Government in each of the countries 
usually has one or more newspapers em- 


| ployed to advocate its policy and to publish 
| its official decrees.

‘Bring us what we want,’’ they said,

And this experience has been repeated 
over and over again byevery merchant who 
has attempted to introduce his goods into 
the Latin American market.

When a South 
American merchant orders what he wants 
it must him. Something else will 
not answer his purpose. By observing this 
peculiarity the European manufacturers 
have secured and retain atrade that might 
otherwise have been They produce 
goods especially designed for the Latin 
American market, and do not attempt to 
them elsewhere. Our manufacturers 
have again and again shipped to Venezuela, 
Mexico, Brazil and other countries merchan 
dise of which they had a surplus, but their 
agents ¢ ould not dispose of it, and returned 
the goods as unsalable. 

A Peruvian merchant, telling me of his 
experience, said that a manufacturer—at 
Fall River, I believe—sent him, some years 
ago, a large quantity of beautiful prints, 
and he took great pleasure in trying to in 
troduce them among his customers who had 
been using English and French goods. The 
experiment was a great success. The new 
prints from Massachusetts became the rage 
and all the women wanted them. The mer 
chant cabled to his friend at Fall River to 
send him 100 bales more of the same pat- 
terns.

In most of the South 
American ports duties are assessed upon the 
gross weight of a package much per 
pound—and an importer down there who 
orders silk goods or cottons or stationery, 
does not want to pay duty on a lot of thick 
pine boards, heavy nails and wastage that 
is putin to fill up the packing case. And 
again, all goods for the interior markets 
must be carried on muleback, and in some 
cases on the back of a llama or a man, 
that the packages must be as light, as se- 
cure, as compact and as small as possible. 
There should not be an ounce of waste ma- 
terial. No packages should weigh over 125 
pounds, and bales are always preferable to 
boxes. 

The reciprocity arrangement recently con- 
cluded with Brazil did not contain any con 
cessions from that Government in the way 
of reduced duties upon paper and stationery. 
This was not because of any indifference or 
neglect on the part of the Government of the 
United States, but was due to the unwilling- 
ness of the Brazilians to enlarge the sched- 
ule of merchandise to be admitted free, or 
at a reduced rate of duty, beyond what they 
consider the of life.

Howard Lockwood was the next speaker. 
When the applause which greeted his ap- 
pearance subsided he spoke as follows : 

Mr. PRESIDENT AND MEMBERS OF THE BosTON

foremost American industry. It requires 
no elaborate presentation of facts and fig 
ures to prove this. We make and con 
sume more paper than any country in the 
world, and while a similar claim may 
be made of other industries in the near 
future, it has been true of the paper trade 
for years. It is this pre-eminence I have 
always claimed which would give to any

Ido not intend presenting you with any 
details or statistics, but I should like to call 
your attention to certain early efforts of 
American manufacturers to secure foreign 
trade; and second, incidentally, to show 
how a good deal of American paper has 
been exported that does not show in the 
official statistics. 

The Centennial Exhibition of 1876 un 


doubtedly gave a great impetus to efforts in 
this direction. 

It is not to be wondered at that the 
versal praise bestowed upon the products of 
our mills should have caused many manu- 


facturers to think that they had only totake 
i 


uni 


ordinary steps and a foreign trade was 
theirs. Certain it is that, beginning at 
about the time of the Philadelphia exhibi 
tion, our manufacturers of almost all classes 
of goods fell an easy prey to a _ great 
variety of schemes which were all pre 
sented as sure to lead them to an immediate 
and profitable trade with all the leading 
centres of the world. These attempts in- 


cluded the visits of a host of commercial 
travelers to foreign parts, the publishing of 
combined catalogues and subsidizing of 
firms to do special work. It will probably 
never be known how much money the 
manufacturers of the United States have 
paid during the past fifteen years in carry- 
ing forward this crusade. 

It was a usual thing, years ago, for one 


man to contract with manufacturers to sup- 
port him on a trip abroad to the extent of 
thousands of dollars. I have in mind one 
man who went to South America with con- 
tracts covering $20,000, to be paid during 
one year as a salary; he to receive 5 per 
cent. on all sales effected. Some of these 
so-called salesmen went to countries which 


they had never before visited and the lan- | 


guage of which they could not speak. 

The combined catalogue was another 
fruitful method of drawing upon the manu- 
facturer. Some of these catalogues con- 
tained upward of $60,000 in paid announce- 
ments. In the beginning these manufac 
turers paid cash for such advertisements, 
but in after years and at the present time 
the export firms and others getting up these 
boeks agreed to take goods in payment and 
export the same. 

Other firms issue price lists, as well as 
contract to do special service for a consider- 
ation. One such firm is reported to have 
received $60,000 income annually as such 
special subsidy. 

Now I don’t wish to be understood as claim- 
ing that all such efforts have proved unavail- 
ing. They have without doubt accomplish- 
ed something when honestly carried out. 
But Ido say that manufacturers have been 
too prone to go into such deals, in many 
cases with irresponsible parties, and that 
they have paid dearly for their experience. 

It is a fact that,during the past fifteen 
years, whenever any indiv ‘idual or firm con- 
ceived a plan to build up a foreign trade for 
themselves, they have immediately gone to 
manufacturers to get them to assist in pay- 


ing their expenses— not always by simple | 


arrangements covering a fair commission 
on goods they expected to sell, but by di- 
rect payment of money or appropriations of 
goods for such purposes. 

To this system is largely to be attributed 
the fact that many export firms in Phila 


delphia, New York and Boston have become | 


wealthy in a comparatively short time. 

Early in this struggle American manufac- 
turers were asked to support a long list of 
newspapers claiming to be published with 
the sole purpose of reaching foreign readers. 

It would be invidious for me to criticise 
export papers, in view of the fact that I 
started the first journal intended for a gen 
eral foreign circulation and to present the 
claims and further the interests of American 
manufacturers in every attainable market. 
I believe, however, that they have done 
a good work, and manufacturers are not 
slow to distinguish between those in re- 
sponsible independent hands and _ those 
which are merely tenders to export houses 
and'do business on a catchpenny basis. 

You will have noted, probably, my second 
object, in referring to these methods of open 
ing up foreign trade, and that is the large 
amount of paper, mostly book, which has 
been exported in carrying out these numer- 
ous schemes and in publishing export jour- 
nals. There is no way of getting at it 
exactly, but when we look at the immense 
catalogues, some of them weighing 8 or 10 
pounds each, and the large number of pa- 
pers, from numerous export supplements of 
daily journals to the regular export papers, 
and further consider the circulars and cata- 
logues of individual firms, often printed in 
several languages (in one instance I have 
in mind in eight languages), I have nodoubt 
but that hundreds if not thousands of tons 
of paper have in this manner been sent 
abroad since the Centennial. It will thus be 
seen how directly paper makers are inter-

tails was one of the most favorable ever 
oftered to any iss of American manutat 
turers. 

Messrs. Woolworth & Graham took upon 
themselves a great and difficult task, and 
assumed many risks attached to such a 
movement, and they certainly could not 
have reaped much of an immediate harvest 
in view of the fact that they probably did 
not succeed in selling all the paper under | 
their option, and in many cases had to con 
cede a part of their discounts. Their | 
entire concession under their contract 
amounted, as I remember, to about $25,000. 

Messrs. Woolworth & Graham’s represent 


ativesin Europe made satisfactory progress, 
and great credit is due to this firm for the 
special honors secured to our paper makers 
at the Paris Exposition of 1878. Their sales 
three visits to South America and 
opened up valuable connections with several

countries and succeeded in selling goods of 
certain grades far in excess of quantities 
| contracted tor originally. 

Mr. Woolworth. made a report on the 
operations of his firm before the Saratoga 
convention of 1883, and, later in the year, 
with his associates of the committee on 
export trade, made a report which con- 


cluded that American papers are favorably 
known in many foreign markets and that, 
with equal facilities of transportation, we 
can successfully compete with our muore 
favored rivals in every foreign market. 

At the annual meeting of the American 
Paper Makers’ Association at Saratoga in 
July, 1881, I had the honor to submit

tage long. They are already moving to 
erect mills in Sweden and in those countries 
where there is cheap water and plenty of it, 
and plenty of cheap raw material with it. 
I know of a syndicate with over $3,000,000 
of capital that is already building mills in 
Sweden. I was in communication with 
those people a few weeks ago, and they in- 
tend to take care of their own markets. 
And I do not see how we can prevent it, 
when we are paying, as we are, so much 
more for labor in producing our paper. I 
went through the mills of one of the parties 
interested in this enterprise to which I have 
referred, and there saw the machine hands, 


the engineers and other men working in the | 


mills for half, and in some instances for less 
than one-half of what we are paying our 
operatives. 

It is true that we have better machinery 
to-day, and are manufacturing more paper 
with the same amount of labor. Yet we 
are not long to have that advantage, for

made no further effort in that direction. 
There is not much news used there, and we 
could not see any profit. Lately we have 
been exporting considerable to Great 
Britain. We have fallen up against Mr. 
Russell as a competitor, so that we know he 
is selling paper there. 

I don’t believe in going around with a 
brass band, although it may be as well if I 
tell you what we have sent over there. Be 
fore I left New York yesterday I had a 
memorandum made up of the amount of 
paper which we have sent to the British 
Isles since a year ago last May, when we 
sent the first lot, and I find that up to the 
present time we have shipped 2,432 tons of 
paper, and at the present time one mill is 
running on an order of 825 tons, some of 
which will be shipped in a few days. Our 
business has increased slowly but steadily. 
Our paper has given satisfaction, and it is 
better paper for the money than the paper 
made in England or imported from any 
other country. They are getting paper 
from Germany at lower prices, but it is

I under- 
stand, as Mr. Russell states, that | nglish peo- 
ple are going to build in Norway or Sweden, 
but we pay freig ght from New York to Liver 
po »| or Glasgow of about 22 cents a hundred 
an i sometimes down to 15 cents, and I under- 
stand that the freight from any part of 
Norway or Sweden to London is about that 
and to Liverpool is more, so that we are as 
well off as they in the matter of freight 
As to water power and wood it seems that 
we are about as well fixed as they. Perhaps 
not at present, but I believe as time goes on 
we will be able to reduce the cost of labor 
on the paper, not by reducing the wages 
per day, but by making more paper. 

In regard to the matter of payment our 
sales to Australia are made about the same 
as we buy from England. This lot, which 
left our mill this morning, will probably go 
on the vessel next Wednesday or Thursday 
The next day the bill of lading will be 
signed, and the next steamer we will get 
the face of the bill and no discount off 
Our paper sent to England has not been 
sold that way. We get our pay in sixty 
days from the date of the shipment from 
the mill. I believe there isa good chance 
for selling wrapping paper of different 
grades in England. England uses more 
wrapping paper than any other country in 
the world of its population. They manu 
facture small articles which have to be 
wrapped and the amount of that paper 
used is immense ; and from the prices we 
have seen quoted on paper there, compared 
with samples and prices in New York, | 
think there would be as good a chance to 
do business in that line in large lots as 
there is for usin news. [Applause.] 

W. A. Russell closed the discussion. He 
said: 

Mr. Fullerton has put his opinion against 
mine, which I consider of equal weight, 
and he has put with it some details with 
which I did not see fit to take up the 
time of the gentlemen here, so | want 
to say a single word further for the rea- 
son on which my judgment is based. This 
syndicate which I referred to has over 
$3,000,000 of capital subscribed; it has 
bought out a large lumber concern in Swe 
den, which holds a large lumber concession 
from the Government and is able to furnish 
its spruce wood at under $4 acord at the 
mill. They have also taken with this es- 
tablishment a large number of operatives 
and agree to employ them for a period of 
years at 40 cents a day. They were obliged 
to do that. 

The lumber company was under obliga 
tions to the Government and they had to 
take that obligation, which any of us would 
be very glad totake upon ourselves if we 
could get a like number of operatives at 
that price. With wood at $4 a cord, labor 
at 40 cents a day, with the freight not more 
than ours, how can we compete success- 
fully in the English market with the Eng 
lishman on the ground is a problem which 
certainly troubles me a little.

plant to the manufacture of caustic soda in 
plac e of soda ash, and it is highly probable 
that the latter will soon become quite a 
minor feature of this industry, instead of 
being, as formerly, its chief product. 

Thirty years ago caustic soda was al- 
most a curiosity among commercial prod- 
ucts. It was made in the crudest possible 
ways and of very uncertain strength and 
quality. By and by 60 per cent. came to 
be regarded as a trade standard, with some 
few makers of 70 per cent.; but it was only 
within the last ten or fifteen years that any 
considerable quantity was produced rang 
ing above 70 to 72 per cent. 

Ten years ago 76 per cent. was considered 
the acme of perfection as a high-class com- 
mercial product ; and though it was known 


that a trifle higher might be reached by 


causticizing ammonia soda, the expense 
was deemed prohibitive, and it is from the 
Leblanc process that we have obtained

How- 
ever, something has been done lately to 
popularize high strength by offering 77 per 
cent. at about the same relative prices as 
70 per cent., and if the supply increases 
there will be a better chance for consumers. 
At any rate, buyers would now do well to 
insist on something better than 70 per cent.; 
it is not difficult to make 74 per cent. from 
salt cake of ordinary quality, say 95 per 
cent., and with proper care and attention 
the whole of the caustic made by the Le- 
blanc process could be brought up to this 
strength. To obtain this end it is of course 
necessary that all the operations should be 
conducted under careful laboratory super- 
vision; the liquors should be freed from 
sulphide by means of zinc or other metallic 
oxides, boiled down to at least 1.450 sp. gr. 
and thoroughly settled before passing to 
the finishing pots, every batch being tested 
for total refraction before being allowed to 
leave the settlers, as, if the liquors are not 
thoroughly purified from salts at this stage, 
the mischief cannot afterward be rectified.
